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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Craft 
et al. 

Craft et al disclose a process cartridge 14 for use on an image forming apparatus 
having a first end with a first attachment with a pair of spaced-apart fingers 38, 39 
forming a slot (Col. 4, lines 14-20), a second end with a second attachment with a neck 
53 and a head 54 (Fig. 2), the head positioned on an outer side of the neck away from 
the first end and the neck having a smaller width than the head (see Fig. 2). 

Craft et al further disclose a photoconductive member 17 positioned between the 
first attachment and the second attachment (Fig. 3), a charger 18 positioned between 
the first attachment and the second attachment for charging the photoconductive 
member, the photoconductive member is a drum having a hollow interior (Fig. 7), the 
neck and the head are co-axially aligned with the photoconductive member (Fig. 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 and 22-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches a cartridge having a photoconductive member and having a 
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first attachment and a second attachment for attaching the cartridge to a door assembly 
of an image forming apparatus.
